ELECTION  RESULTS. 

We  received  97  ballots  (an  impressive  response)  from  members 
casting  their  votes  for  directors  for  the  three-year  term 
starting  January  1,  1982.  Eighty-five  voted  affirmatively  for 
the  entire  slate,  the  balance  voting  only  for  certain  nominees. 
The  net  result  was  a  virtually  unanimous  endorsement  of  the 
slate,  so  —  for  the  record  —  your  newly-elected  directors  are 
Thomas  Carley,  Michael  Crawforth,  Gerard  Houben,  Robert  Miller, 
and  Bob  Stein. 
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The  first  official  action  of  the  directors,  in  accordance 
with  ISASC  by-lav/s,  will  be  to  elect  officers  for  the  three-year 
term  starting  January  1,  1982.  The  new  slate  of  officers 
(somewhat  predictable  as  such  things  go)  will  be  announced  to  the 
membership  in  the  first  Chairman's  Newsletter  of  1982.
